TORPEDOING OF THE 
LUCIA. 


The Lucia, an American steam- 
ship of 6,744 gross tons, was tor- 
pedoed and sunk by a German 
submarine on Oct. 19, 1918, 1,200 
miles from the American coast. 
Four of the crew were killed by 
the explosion, but the rest were 
rescued by American destroyers, 
who hurried to their aid in re- 
sponse to S O § signals. The 
sinking has a special interest for 
two reasons. It was the last that 
occurred before submarine war- 
fare was abandoned and the un- 
dersea boats hurried back to 
German ports. Moreover, the 
Lucia had been claimed to be 
“unsinkable.” Her lower holds 
were fitted with rubber, bound 
barreis which gave her great 
buoyancy. As a matter of fact, 
she did keep afloat for nearly 
twenty-four hours after the at- 
tack, thus permitting the rescue 
of the’surviving members of crew.

It is certain that 
the love of the spectacular was a 
passion with Wilhelm II. There is 
scarcely a dress or armor of any 
nation or period that he has not 
at some time assumed. Nor have 
his vagaries been confined to cos- 


tumes alone. He has aimed to be 
an “Admirable Crichton” in the 
various departments of science, art, 
and literature. He has dabbled in 
painting. He has preached from 
the pulpit. He has posed as a lit- 
terateur. Like Nero, he has &e- 
manded the homage of the throng, 
not only to his imperial power, but 
to his mental attainments, and he 
has never lacked the plaudits of the 
courtiers who surrounded him. His 
overweening ambition compared 
with his present position lends sig- 
nificance to the placard on his 
statue shown herewith: “So passes 
the glory of the world.”
